Harrisburg Area Still Tops 


(An Editorial) 


The Harrisburg area is still the best in southern Illinois. 
We are reminded of that fact by reviewing our blessings 
as delineated in the “ Welcome to Harrisburg’’ booklet just pub 
lished by the Harrisburg Junior Chamber of Commerce, and by a 
general review of the situation in Harrisburg and the surround 
ing trading area. 
It is good occasionally to count our blessings, and to counter 
the mumblings of the prophets of gloom, who always relate that 
things are “ going to the dogs,’’ and are disappointed to find 
themselves in error. 
There are a lot of good things about our area. 
Take, for instance, the coal situation. 
Some point out that 
mines are closing, that the coal industry is on its way out, but 
the record shows otherwise. 
We have just received the Illinois Coal report for 1953. 
It 
shows there were 2,857,638 tons of coal mined in the county 
in 1953. 
There were 270,465 man days worked. 
Roughly that 
would be a payroll of more than four million dollars 
Granted that mines have closed this year and others are 
not working as much as in times past, there is still a tremendous 
coal mining payroll in Saline county. 
The same Illinois Coal report lists the oil operations in the 
county. 
There were 34 producing oil wells brought in for the 
county in 1953, and it is common knowledge that new wells are 
being brought in almost every week. 
Farmers in Saline and adjoining counties have been hit by 
drought this year, but not as seriously as in other counties, and 
there will be a startling total of farm income for the year 1954. 
New highways are being built and old ones are being re­ 
paired in the Harrisburg trading area. 
The new budge at Shaw­ 
neetown will bring more traffic through this area 
Fluor spar mines in the Hardin county arca will benefit by 
the new U. S. stockpiling orders. 
There is new small industry in Harrisburg. 
Schools in the area are being improved. 
Harrisburg this 
year has seen or will see three new church buildings or additions. 
Before the winter is over, Harrisburg will have a water 
supply that will last from three to four years, even 
i i i t i m e s 
of severe drought. 
Even with new housing projects at Harrisburg, Eldorado, 
Galatia, Carrier Mills, and with private building, there is still 
no surplus of good residences. 
They are occupied as last as 
they are available. 
This area is not “ going to the dogs ” 
It is a good place in 
which to live and to bring up a family. 
Objective, optimistic 
thinking will make it a better place.
